they will have to pay Rs. 2,000 a month as interest on their 
new liabilities incurred on the present occasion. It should be 
remembered too that the expenditure involved to the nobility 
and gentry of Luckoow and tothe Imperial treasury by 
the Viceroy’s visit have been left out of the computation.

To gain an insight into the condition of the coun- 
try? But his Lordship has mixed only with the higher 
classes ; and, looking at the rich dresses of talukd&rs and 
the grand preparations made for his entertainment at the 
Qaisar-Bagh, he will hardly be able to realize that one- 
fourth of the native population manage to keep their bodies 
and souls together with difficulty. Had his visit beena 
private one, and had he objected to such liberal hospitality 
being shown him, the large sum of money that has now found 
its way into the pockets of well-to-do Earopean traders would 
have gone to poorer classes. It is useless to address any words 
of advice to the Talukdars’ Association, for the Association is 
not amenable to reason and is entirely in the hands of the 
wire-pullers. Surely, talukdfrs could show their loyalty to 
Government in other ways than by spending their money so 
lavishly in giving entertainments to the Viceroy; but the 
difficulty is that they have been ied to understand that if 
they were found wanting in their hospitality, they would be 
considered as disloyal and would lose their estates ! The 
Hindustané expresses regret at Lord Dufferin’s indisposition 
that has brought his tour, which had otherwise been so success- 
ful, to an abrupt close, and prays for his speedy recovery.

of-honour. His allowance was fixed at Rs. 75,000 a year, 
and his two sons and one daughter were allowed Rs. 12,000 
each. After the Begam betaking herself to the screen, he 
was able easily to obtain two jagirs, worth five lakhs a year, 
in exchange for his own pay and that of his sons and daugh- 
ter, while the entire revenues of the State are only 20 lakhs! 
According to modern notions, even the Begam herself 
would not be justified in appropriating one-fourth of the 
income of the State to her own use. Sadiq Hasan should 
have contented himself with a moderate allowance—say 
Rs. 40,000 or Rs. 50,000 a year—for himself and his 
children by his first wife. The shrewd Qudsia Begam, 
mother of the reigning princess, discovered what sort of 
man he was, and was therefore opposed to him. Conse- 
quently, he brought about a misunderstanding between the 
mother and the daug , after the death of the former, 
even had the temerity to call her the ‘ turbulent grandmother’ 
in his writings. He wrote and published at the expense of 
the State many books which were either in favour of Waha- 
bism or hostile to the Begam herself or the British Government. 
In one book, called the Alrauzu-l-khazib, he inserted such an 
objectionable sentence that if it were brought to Her High- 
ness’s notice, she would blow him from a gun. The sen- 
tence is quoted and relates to the alleged administration to 
her of sterilizing drugs during the time intervening between 
the death of her first husband and her marriage with him. 
Sadiq Hasan is undoubtedly an ungrateful wretch, and 
apparently his secret object in bringing his wife into disrepute 
was to get her deposed and himself placed on the throne. In 
his history of Bhup&l he has given an account of the origin 
of the reigning family which cannot but be viewed with 
extreme indignation by the family. He should be expelled 


from the State; otherwise he is sure to bring the Begam her- 
self in trouble by his intrigues. 
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The Shahna-t-Hind (Meerut), of the 8th December, says 
that it is believed that Mr. Brooke has 
been sent to Bhupdl to enquire into 
the conditon of the affairs of the State and to place them on 
a satisfactory footing, but that he has not been made a per- 
manent Prime Minister. It may be hoped that he will find 
out that the charges brought against Sadfq Hasan are un- 
founded and will recommend his reinstatement in the office 
of Prime Minister.
